AGREEMENT NEAR, 
JOHNSON SAYS 


Adjournment Taken in 
White House Conference 
to Permit Drafting of Set- 
tlement Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt conferred today 
vith operators of “Captive mines” 
of Pennsylvania in an effort to set- 
tle labor disputes in that area. 

Myron C. Taylor, chairman of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
headed the group of 14 representing 
the steel and iron companies which 
control the coal mines, products of 
which are consumed by their own- 
ers. He said: “We are here to find 
a settlement.” 

President Roosevelt had at his 
side Hugh S. Johnson, Industrial 
Administrator. 

An agreement late today was pre- 
dicted by Johnson after the confer- 
ence. 

The President had a plain talk 
for more than an hour with the 
officers of the steel and iron com- 
panies. 

An adjournment was taken to 
permit the drawing up of a settle- 
ment proposal. 

‘IT am very hopeful of an agree- 
ment today,” smiled Johnson as he 
hurried from the White House. 

In the conference, Roosevelt 
breught up his demand for a fur- 
ther reduction in the price of rails 
to be purchased by the carricrs 
through a Government loan. 

Joseph B. Eastman, the railroa 
co-ordinator, who Saturday accused 
the steel companies of “prior con- 
sultaton and collusion” in offering 
a price of $37.75 a ton for the steel, 
attended the conference. 

Donald Richberg, counsel for the 
NRA, joined the conference. 


St. Louisan Demands Separate 
Code for Structural Industry.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30—P. J. 


Morrin of St. Louis, labor repre- 
sentative, today contended the pro- 
posed NRA code for the structural 
steel and iron fabricating industry 
had been drawn up “for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing the sinister 
and anti-social objectives of the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
the Bethlehem Steel Corporation.” 
Morrin made this assertion at a 
hearing on the projected code. He

Declaring the major steel com- 
panies had anti-union motives with 
relation to the iron and steel erec- 
tion industry, he demanded a sep- 
arate code for that industry. 

“These two corporations,” Mor- 
rin said, referring to United States 
Steel and Bethlehem Steel, “have 
united in their efforts for many 
years to eliminate labor unions and 
independent erectors who employ 
organized labor, from the structural 
steel erection industry. If the 
unionized iron workers are to be 
emancipated from the destructive 
control of anti-union fabricating 
establishments, as exemplified by 
the United States Steel Corporation 
and the Bethlehem Steel Corpora- 


tion industries must be segregated 
into separate codes.” 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
joined with Morrin in contending 
that the makers of steel and the 
workers who erect it belonged un- 
der separate codes. Green said he 
did not understand why they had 
been put in the same code.

Fascist Ritual Established by 
Mussolini to Encourage 
Larger Population.

ROME, Oct. 30.—Eight hundred 


and twenty young pairs from Rome 
and 2620 from the central provinces 
were married simultaneously this 
morning in a new Fascist cere- 
mony, “the consecration of nuptial- 
ity,” created by Premier Mussolini 


to encourage a larger population. 
The Rome pairs first attended 
private ceremonies in their own 
parishes and then gathered at the 
Church of St. Mary of the Angels, 
where the Archbishop of Palica 
celebrated a special mass and im- 
parted a blessing. 
The newlyweds, preceded by bands 
playing wedding marches, then 
marched under a brilliant sun 
through streets crowded with wom- 
en throwing confetti, to the Fascist 
recreation organization headquar- 
ters. 


Starace, presented to each Roman 
paiu a 500-lire (about $40) bank- 
note as a gift of Mussolini. Many 
determined mothers-in-law imme- 
diately appropriated the gift for 
safekeeping in a bank. 

The newlyweds then were guests 
at a buffet wedding breakfast.

JL SENTENCE FOR 
ENTIRE PARK BOARD 


Governor’s Appointees in Chi- 
cago Get Six Months for 
Contempt.

CHICAGO, Oct. 30.—The entire 
membership of the West Park 
Board, controlling hundreds of 
acres of city parks, was sentenced 
to six months in jail for contempt 
of court today by Judge C. A. Wil- 
liams. Attorneys for the park of- 
ficers began proceedings for their 
release on habeas corpus. writs. 
The Park Board has been under 
fire for some time on allegations of 
political preference and padded 
payrolls. 

However, in this instance the 
Judge’s order was based on the re- 
fusal of the Park Commissioners to 
reinstate an employe who had been 
fired, the board contended, in an 
economy program. 

The Judge’s order included Harry 
H. Joseph, president; Albert J. 
Flynn, omas 8S. Gordon, Samuel 
Kostelny, James O’Keefe and James 
C. Petrillo. 

Judge Williams imposed the same 
penalty on three board employes— 
Edward Heinz, its secretary; Fred 
G. Huechling, acting superintend- 
ent of employment, and Idabelle 
Jenista, acting superintendent of 
the West Park Commissioners. 
The Park Board members are ap- 
pointed by the Governor.

The Fascist secretary, Achille|°

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. — The 
objective of the latest monetary 
maneuver announced by the Presi- 
dent is to depreciate the dollar in 
terms of gold and thus, it is hoped, 
raise the price of commodities. This 
was the explanation authoritatively 
given today of the White House an- 
nouncement yesterday that the 
Government, through the Recon- 


preparing to go into foreign mar- 
kets to buy gold. 

The President’s decision repre- 
sents the second step within a week 
in the direction of the “managed 
currency” of which he spoke in his 
radio address on Sunday night, Oct. 
22. The first step was the creation 
of R. F. C. machinery to buy ‘newly- 
mined gold at home at a price in 
excess of the world price. This step 
did not produce the upturn in prices 
that apparently had been expected. 
Though the R. F. C. raised its 
price for gold progressively from 
$31.36 to $31.82 an ounce, the dolla: 
failed to depreciate to any effective 
extent. 

The inflationary implications of 
tke first gold-buying order caused 
a. bulge in stock and commodity 
prices for a day or so, but this was 
soon erased as the psychological 
= of the announcement wore 


The Action He Forecast. 
With the same end in view—an 
increase in commodity prices 
through depreciation of the dollar— 
the President fs now taking the ac- 
tion forecast in his radio speech. 

The President then said that 
“whenever necessary” to the ac- 
complishment of his purpose “we 
also shall buy or sell gold in the 
world market.” 

He said that he was announcing 
a policy and not an expedient. 

“It is not to be used,” he added, 
“merely to offset a temporary fall 
in prices. We are thus continuing 
to move towards a managed cur- 
rency.” 

The méchanism for the buying of 
gold abroad has not been an- 
nounced, but it is expected that the 
Federal Reserve Board will act as 
the agent for the R. F. C. This is 
the inference from the fact that 
among those who attended the 
White House conference preceding 
the President’s brief <nnouncement 
of his intention were Eugene R. 
Black, governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Board; George L. Harrison, 
governor of the ‘“ederal Reserve 
Bank of New York; Fred I. Kent 
and J. E. Crane, members of the 
board of the Federal Reserve Board 
of New York. 

It is expected that the trading 
agency will buy foreign currencies 
with dollars. On the London mar- 
ket, for example, it can. acquire 
sterling for dollars, and convert the 
sterling into gold. The theory is 
that, if this is done on a large 
enough scale, the dollar will de- 
preciate in value throughout the 
world with a consequent inflation- 
ary effect on the commodity price 
level at home. 

Warning by Briton. 

A warning of the repercussions 
that might follow the President’s 
gold-buying policy was given by Sir 
Robert Horne, former Chancellor of 
the British Exchequer, in a speech 
Friday before the New York Bond 
Club. He said that if American 
purchases of gold in foreign mar- 
kets should be carried on to any 
great extent it would be necessary 
for the British to do something 
also. 

“It would not be done in any re- 
spect in the shape of retaliation,” 
he said. “But we have got to de- 
fend our trading position, and we 
cannot let it get into a position of 
unreality. The ratio between ster- 
ling and the dollar must be watched 
and must not be permitted to get 
out of due proportion.” 

He deprecated any competition 
in debasing currencies as “one of 
the worst things that could happen 
to either of us, and one of the 
worst things that could happen 
to the trade of the world.” 
Sir Robert’s speech drew a retort

Who Was Tortured in 
Effort of Gang to Find

Charles D. Carter, writer of ex- 
tortion letters, was sentenced to 
10 years in prison by Federal Judge 
Davis today, upon his plea of guilty 
of violating the Cochran Act for- 
bidding use of the mails in a 
scheme to extort. 

Carter, who is 36 years old, and 
lives near Memphis, Mo., tried to 
extort $850 from William Howard, 
well-to-do-farmer, last Sept. 15. 
Howard and his wife, both past 60 
years of age, were tortured last 
March by three men who forced 
Mrs. Howard to reveal the hiding 
place of more than $1000 in cur- 
rency and $3400 in Liberty bonds. 

The Sheriff of Scotland County 
arrested Carter on suspicion and 
sent for Postoffice Inspectors. At 
their dictation Carter wrote a let- 
ter which was word for word, the 
letter that Howard had received. 
The handwriting was identical with 
the note Howard had received and 
the same words were mis-spelled in 
both. When the Federal agents 
pointed out this to Carter, he con- 
fessed. 

The Court was informed that 
Carter had confessed writing two 
other extortion notes. One was to 
his father-in-law, Jeff Baker, a 
farmer, who lived near Memphis. 
This note, left on Baker’s automo- 
bile, demanded $600, “or well: take 
you for a ride and burn yo ase 
and barn.” Carter, his. wife and 
two children, were living with 
Baker at the time the note was 
written—July, 1932—because Carter 
was out of work. 

Baker paid the extortion demand, 
Carter told the agents, “and I used 
the money to take a girl-friend to 
Kansas City for a big time. We 
stayed a week and spent it all.” 

Another note was to Carter’s 
aunt,, Miss Cora Barker. She ig- 
nored it. 

The note to Howard instructed 
the farmer to “give the money to 
Charley Carter and he’ll act as our 
go-between. If you don’t pay up, 
you'll be taken for a ride, and we'll 
burn your house and all your 
buildings and poison all your 
stock.” 

Pleading for leniency, Carter told 
the Court: “My daughter was sick. 
She had to go to a hospital. We 
had to get some money to send her. 
That’s why I. did it.” | 

Judge Davis’ reply was: “Ten 
years in the penitentiary at Leav- 
enworth.”

Thomas Jones Freeman of 
Texas and Pacific Ends Life 
at New Orleans,

Thomas Jones Freeman, 73 years 
old, general solicitor of the Texas

himself yesterday while seated in

Freeman formerly was president 
of the International & Great North- 
ern Railroad Co. and was promi- 
nently identified with the civic life 
of New Orleans. He was born in 
Treriton, Tenn. 

Freeman had been ill for 15 
months, a sufferer from heart 
trouble, Arnoult told police, and 
had often threatened to end his 
life. 

Arnoult said Freeman had spent 
a restless night and “had been on 
the verge of collapse for a long 
time.” 

Survivors are the widow, Mrs. 
Josephine Bates Freeman, and 
three children by a former mar- 
riage. They are O. B. Freeman, 
Dallas attorney; Miss Tom Free- 
man of Dallas, and Mrs. S. N. Rus- 
sell of El Paso, Tex.

2500 ATTACK 7 PLANTS 
NN STRIKE IN DETROMT 


Men Smash Windows, Overturn 
Autos, Escape in Cars Before 
Police Arrive.

DETROIT, Oct. 30.—Rioters, said 
by police to number 2500, today 
raided seven plants where tool and 
diemakers are on strike, smashed 
hundreds of windows, burned blue- 
prints, overturned automobiles and 
eluded the city’s massed police by 
striking quickly, then escaping in 
automobiles from most of the 
plants before any arrests could be 


made. 
Shots were fired by the manager 


of one of the raided plants, but no 
one was wounded. One man, uni- 
dentified, was reported to have 
been injured when struck by a 
brick, and Police Inspector William 
Black was cut and bruised when 
stones hurled at a building struck 
him. 

In rapid succession the demon- 
strators, speeding through the city 
in automobiles estimated by police 
at more than 300, attacked the 
plant: of the Koestlin Tool and Die 
Corporation, Frederick A. Colman 
& Sons, the Taigle Tool and Die 
Co., the F. Joseph Lamb Co., and 
the East Side Gear and Tool Co. 

Then, with police riot cars trail- 
ing closely, .hey moved to head- 
quarters of the striking tool and 
diemakers, where they disbanded. 

Half an hour after police had re- 
ported the dispersal of the men, an- 
other outbreak occurred at the 
Midland Steel Products Co., where 
windows were broken and automo- 
biles overturned. : 

Fifteen automobiles loaded with 
policemen armed with tear gas 


bombs went to the plant and re- 


ported the men sped away in auto- 
mobiles when they arrived. 

Ten minutes later a police call 
was issued from a division of the 
Murray Corporation of America, a 
mile away.

= | A downward trend in business 
. activity, although less marked than 
earlier, is reported in the month- 
ly review for the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, published today by 
the St. Louis Federal ReServe Bank. 
“The recessionary trends in trade 
‘a and industry in the Eighth District 
noted during the first half of Sep- 
tember,” the review states, “con- 
tinued through that month, and 
were still in evidence, though in 
: lesser degree, during the opening 
gt, weeks of October.” 
In some lines of wholesale trade 
improvement was noted, but for all 
wholesale firms reporting sales were 
about the same in September as in 
August and 12 per cent less than in 
September, 1932. The lines show- 
ing improvement were drugs and 
chemicals, electrical supplies, fur- 
niture, groceries and , hardware. 
Shoes, dry goods and _ clothing 
showed most noticeable declines. 


Concerning Retail Sales. 


“Retail sales,” the review says, 
“increased in September over Au- 
gust, but in less than the usual sea- 
sonal amouft, and were smaller 
than a year ago, while the volume 
of whdlesale distribution receded 
sharply in contrast with the same 
month in 1932, and was virtually un- 
changed from that of August this 
year. 

“Purchasing generally was along 
more conservative lines than dur- 
ing the summer, and the movement 
of merchandise through retail chan- 
nels was held down by unseasonably 
warm weather which prevailed 
throughout the district during Sep- 
tember.” 

Retail sales in dollar volume re- 
ported by department stores in the 
leading cities of the district in Sep- 
7 tember were 8.9 per cent greater 
than in August, but 11.4 per cent 
less than a year ago, and for the 
first nine months of this year were. 
9.6 per cent under the comparable 
period of 1932, when prices were 
lower.

“According to officials of rail- 
roads operating in this district,” 
the review states, “freight traffic 
handled in September showed ap- 
proximately the seasonal increase. 

Since Oct. 1, however, the trend 
has been lower, though certain 
classifications, notably grain and 
grain products, miscellaneous and 
coal, continue to move in large vol- 
ume.” ; 

Passenger traffic of reporting 
railroads decreased 10 per | cent 

in September as compared with a 
3* year ago. 

Construction contracts let in the 
district in September were 131 per 
cent greater tran in August and 48 
per cent more than in September, 
1932. For the first nine months of

Holdings of United States Gov- 
ernment securities by the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve Bank increased

Summarized briefly, the réview 
shows conditions in various lines 
of business, as follows: 


Boots and shoes: Wholesale busi- 
hess smallest for any September in 
a decade; further curtailment of 
factory operations since Oct. 1. 
Clothing: Sales to dealers were 
less than half as large in Septem- 
ber as in the corresponding month 
a year ago; attributed, in part, to 
labor troubles and uncertainty as 
to prices, 


Drugs and chemicals: September 
sales 8 per cént higher thah a year 
ago; improvement continuing, part- 
ly accounted for by volume 6f 
heavy drugs and chemicals sold to 
manufacturing industries. 


Dry goods: Noticeable recession 
in mantifacturing and wholesale 
business In September; 18 per cent 
less than a year ago, unseasonable 
weather being partly the cause. 
Electrical supplies: Sales gained 
over corfesponding month of last 
year for the fifth consecutive 
month; September volume 16. per 
cent greater than-a year ago. 
Flour: Production at 12 leading 
mills at about the same volume as a 
year ago; mill operations at 50 to 
55 per cent of capacity. 


Furniture: September sales in- 
creased about one-third over a year 
ago and demand for household fur+ 
niture continues. 

Grocefies: Small improvement in 
September as comparéd with a yéar 
ago, but Oct. 1 inventoriés 9 per 
cent higher. 

Hardware: Sales increased 21 per 
cent compared with September, 
1982, partly due to higher prices. 
Some gain in démand in rural sec- 
tions, 

Iron and steel products: “Activi- 
ties underwent further slight fe- 
cession duting the last half ot Sep- 
tember and the first two weeks of 
October.” Stove business is good. 
Automobiles: Decrease from Au- 
gust to September was seasonal, but 
this September's sales of new pas- 
Senger cars were 64 per cert bet- 
ter than a year ago. Business of 
country dealers showed noticeable 
improvement. 

Agriculture: The season Was un- 
favorable for most crops thfough- 
out the district, but conditions im- 
proved somewhat in September due 
to late rains. Production of most 
crops is below normal, with feéd 
crops, expecially, below avérage. 
Prices declined in September and 
early paft of October.

President Roosevelt has been rep- 
resented as being dissatisfied with 
the response of commodity markets 
to his program, following their ini- 
tial upturn upoh the first pur- 
¢chasés of domestic gold. This fail- 
ure to respond is said in offi- 
cial circles.to be due th some mea- 
sure to a lack of control of the gold 
value of the dollar abroad. 

World gold production is around 
$500,000,000 annually. it is consid- 
éred hardly conceivable, though, 
that all this would be sold to the 
United States. 

At the close of business Oct. % 
the monetary gold stocks of the 
United States were listed by the 
Federal Reserve Board as $4,323,- 
000,000, whereas the world stocks 
were approxitnately $11,600,000,000. 
France, still on thé gold standard, 
is the only other country holding a 
substantial amount. 

The President’s new move comes 
after four days of doméstic fold 
buying at a figuré above the world 
market and failure to bring the ex- 
pected commodity price response.

Compared with prices of Oct. 15, 
1932, Denver food prigés were up

prices of Sept. 26 this year the in- 
créAse was only 0.4 per cent. In 
Salt Lake City prices were up 4.9 
per cent compared with Oct. 15, 
1932, but showed an increase of 


Sept. 26 last. 

Decréastes in retail food costs 
were feported at Butte, Mont., Los 
Angeles, San /ranciscO6 and Se- 
attle. Portland showed no change. 

Butte costs weré up 1.1 per cent 
from the Oct. 16, 1932, prices, but 
down 1.1 eompared with costs on 
Sept. 26. 

Los Angélées prices were 9.5 per 
cent above those of Oct. 15 last 
year, and down 08 per cent from 
the listings of last Sept. 26. 

Retail food prices in Portland 
showéd an increase of 0.8 per cent 
over those of October last year and 
no chatige compared with last Sept. 
26. San Francisco reported an in- 
Grease of 2.4 per cent from last 
yéar’s figures but food costs were 
down 0.1 compared with those of 
last. Sept. 26. An advance of 5.5 per 
cent over October, 1933, prices was 
reported from Seattle but this was 
a detreasé of 0.7 per cent compared 
with food prices of last Sept. 26.

Buying of Gold But Says It 


Doesn’t Increase Buying Power 


Oklahoma Inflationist Wants President: to 
Compel Federal Reserve Banks to. 
Lend More Money.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—Sena- 
tof Elmer Thomas (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, thé Sénate’s outstanding ad- 
vocate of currency inflation, ‘today 
hailed the latest gold-btiying otder 
of President Roosevelt as a “step 
in the fight direction.” He added, 
however, that it did not go far 
enough, because, while it would in- 
crease commodity prices, it would 
not immediately increase the buy- 
ing power of the country as a 
whole. Thomas predicted that the 
order would force France off the 
gold standard. 
“The President,” said Thomas, 
‘has promised that he will raise 
commodity prices. He will use all 
rational means to this end and now 
is applying the most obvious -neth- 
ods. To use a farm phrase, he is 
peeling thé largest potatoes first. 

Objectives of the Order. 
“The order to purchase domes- 
tically produced gold was merely a 
stimulation of the domestic mining 
industry. It did not and could not 
permanently raise commodity 
prices. The benefits were confined 
to miners. They did not reach the 
farmers and city workers. 
“The present order has two ob 
jectives: to raise commodity prices 
and to depress the value of the dol- 
lar abroad. Gold is a commodity 
like wheat, oil, cotton or cabbage. 
By going into the world market to 
buy’ gold, the R. F. C. will send the 
price of gold up and the price of 
paper dollars down. 
“The order means that the United 
States will attempt to determine 
the price of gold: The process is 
like a@ ‘short sale’ on the Stock Ex- 
change. If we sell enough paper 
dollars, the price will go down. 
This is exactly what England, 
France and Italy did when they 
went off the gold standard. 
“The order may mean a currency 
war. If England and France are 
displeased by our methods it is con- 
ceivable that they might pool their 
funds and buy dollars in large 
quantities while the United States 
is selling. That would tend to keep 
the value of paper dollars up. But, 
with the unlimited resources of the 
United States, we should certainly 
win in the long run. 

Federal Reserve Action. 
“The President’s order will force 
France off the gold stafidard. 


— *— ——— 


American citizens, wherever they 
are ablé, will buy French frafics, 
convert them into gold and hoard 
the gold. Seeing her gold supplies 
drained away, France will be 
forced to follow the example of the 
United States and repeal its laws 
permitting the exchange of francs 
for gold bullion. 

“As the price of paper dollars 
goes down in world markets, com- 
modity prices will rise in this coun- 
try. But this is not enough. While 
the President is trying to force up 
the commodity prices, the Federal 
Reserve Board is trying to drive 
them down by withdrawing money 
from circulation; The President’s 
first duty is to make the Federal 
Reserve Board come inte liné with 
his policy by forcing the member 
banks to lend money. 

“Within the last two weéks the 
Federal Reserve Board has de- 
creased the circulation of money by 
$65,000,000 despite the fact that the 
board during this period bought 
$56,000,000 worth of Government se- 
curities. People just cannot afford 
to buy commioditiés when monéy is 
beifig withdrawn from circulation. 

“The President’s orders—that for 
buying domestic gold and that per 
mitting the R. F. C. to go into the 
world gold market—will not imme- 
diately indrease purchasing power. 
If the gold Were in the hands of 
the people, biiyifig power would be 
increased, because péople would 
spend their gold for commodities 
while prices were low. As far as 
increasing purchasing power goes, 
the gold bought by the Government 
might as well be at the bottom of 
the sea. And recovery depends on 
spending by the public.” 

Effect in Silver Proposals. 

Thomas advanced an interesting 
theory about the effect of the gold 
purchases on the proposals to fre- 
monetize silver. 

“As the Goverhment drives down 
the Value of the dollar,” he said, 
“the value of the silver dollar is 
increased. There may be a point 
soon when thé so-called gold dollar 
and the silver dollar will be on a 
parity. 

“When I meet with the silver ad- 
vocatés from the Western states, | 
shall recommend that the Govern- 
ment issue more silver certificates, 
to be backed by silver bullion held 
by the Treasury. This will tend te 
increase commodity prices and will 
bring prosperity to the mining eom- 
munities of the West.”

“Sit Robert Horne suggests that 
if we lower the gold value of the 
dollar ih fofeign exchange, it would 
bé necessary for England to do 
something from a trading view- 
point—‘not as retaliation.’ In other 
words, the United States is not to 
enjoy equality with Great Britain. 
During the past two years, Great 
Britain profited in her foreign 
trade rélations by cutting her do 
mestic overhead through a reduc 
tion in the gold value of the pound, 
It went down to $3.25, and for long 
periods stood at $3.50. As a result, 
British business revived, her unem- 
ployment decreased materially, 
prosperity is réturfing. 

What England Can Do. 

“To reverse this situation and 
give America some of the advantage 
that England has held for two 
yéars would require that the pound 
go t6 around $6.50. England could 
offset this disparity if she wished 
by also lowéring the gold value of 
her pound. Instead of making this 
adjustment, her representatives 
coine to New York and urge us to 
keep the dollar high, even though 
that would interfere with our in- 
ternal adjustments and the restora- 
tion of our price level. 

“So far, the R. F. C. bidding for 
gold has operated only to create a 
premium for virgin gold mined in 
American tefritory. Due to the 
restrictions drawn by the Treasury, 
this bid is prevented from having 
the world gold supply as its ful- 
crum, and thérefore it does not 
sufficiently lowér the dollar's in- 
ternational exchange value. 

“In order to make his policy ef- 
fective, the President will find it 
necessary, immediately, to broaden 
gold purchases as he said in his 
radio address he wotild be prepared 
to do. The R. F. C. should be in- 
structed to bid not only for gold 
mined in United States territory 
but for gold coming from al! of 
North and South America. So long 
as the United States offers a higher 
dollar price than the dollar price 
in London, we shall have a flow 
of gold héré. 

“This would create a Pan-Amer 
ican gold market in Washington 
and would bé an important step in 
the President’s monetary program. 
“President Roosevelt has a thor- 
ough grasp of monetary problems. 
Competent administration, by sub- 
ordinates in thorough sympathy 
with: his policies, will make his 
gold-purechasing program effective. 
The President’s monetary policy is 
the fundamental step needed to re 
build prices and American pros

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MILLION FAMILIES 
ADDED TO RELE 
ROLLS IN A YEAR 


Director Hopkins Compares 
This Winter’s Needs With 
Last in Talk to Aids From 
Six States. 


KANSAS‘ CITY, Mo., Oct. 30.— 
Harry L. Hopkins, Federal relief 
director, said in an address here 


yesterday that there would be a 
million more families on relief rolls 
this winter than a year ago. 

“Very emphatically,” he said, “the 
needy unemployed are going to Le 
taken care of.” 

He told relief delegations from 
Iowa, Nebraska, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, Missouri and Kansas “if we 
are to provide adequateiy the es-. 
sentials of life, which is the, chief 
motive of the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration, all forms of 
government—local, state and Feder- 
al—must work together in contrib- 
uting ds.” 

Families of “fine, upstanding” 
citizens whose last resources have 
vanished because of unemployment 
would swell the total requiring at- 
tention, he said. A drop in the num- 
ber on relief rojis to 3,250,000 at the 
present time he attributed to “the 
seasonal factor,’ “the recovery situa- 
tion” and “the tightening up of the 
administration of relief all over the 
United States.” 

Condition Last March. 
“Although there wasn’t anything 
said about it,” Hopkins continued, 
“last February and March there 
were 4,560,000 families, of something 
over 20,000,000 persons on relief. It 
was an unprecedented § circum- 
stance. It need not be wondered | 
at that few persons really have any 
idea of the extent of this destitu- 
tion problem. | 

“As I see it, we are going to start | 
the winter with a million more fam- | 
ilies than were on relief a year 


Hopkins estimated that 3,250,000 


families were on relief rolls at the 
present time. During the five | 
months the Federal Emergency Re- 
lief Administration has been in op- 
eration approximately $216,000,000 
has been allotted by the Federal 
Government to care for the needy 
unemployed, he said. 

He said that when new jobs 
opened up most of them were filled 
at first by “self-sustaining unem- 
plcyed who have never been on 
relief rolls.” 

Billion Dollar Relief Bill. 

“The unemployment relief bill of 
the nation, which is approximately 
one billion dollars a year, must be 
paid,” he said. “This means that 
the need for private contributions 
is greater.” 

Appealing for each state to 
shoulder its responsibility, Hopkins 
termed it “absurd to herd people, 
most of whom are in no sense 
tramps or hoboes, and shoo them 
across the state line at the point of 
a gun.” 

Stating that the Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administration was 
caring for 15,000,000 persons by two 
methods, direct relief and “work | 
relief,” Hopkins expressed a pref- 
erence for the latter. 

“Half of the heads of families 
receiving relief are earning it in 
this way,” he said. 

He added that when considera- 
tion is given the fact that the 15,- 
000,000 are on a standard of living 
“based on as little as $15-a-month 
to a family, no thoughtful person 
can say this money is being thrown 
away.” 

The Federal Government, he con- 
tinued, would give aid only on the 
basis of the states sharing the bur- 
den. Congress, in appropriating 
$500,000,000 for relief work, speci- 
fied, he said, that the money be 
spent on a basis of sharing relief 
costs with the states. 

Park Criticises State Senators. 
Gov. Guy B. Park of Missouri, 
addressing a meeting that opened 
the annual charity campaign here, 
said the two State Senators from 
Kansas City were not co-operating 
with him on the relief question. 
The Governor declared that the 
State faced a critical situation— 
with Federal relief aid being - cut 
off Wednesday . until the Legisla- 
ture appropriates money to meet 
Federal grants. 

The Governor referred to the 
opposition of the two Senators to 
the proposed. sales tax to raise re- 
lief funds. 

“If you people want to help in 
this crisis,” he said, “just urge 
your representatives to help me in 
this crisis.” 

Later, at a conference of relief 
representatives, Park said he want- 
ed to explain, “not as an apology,” 
that the Kansas City Senators dis- 
agreed with him on the method of 
raising funds and the amount 
needed.

APPROVES 14 MISSOUR 
PUBLIC WORK PROLECTS 


State Advisory Board Acts on 
Requests for $4,939,274, 
Including Auditorium Item. 


Recommendations on 14 under- 
takings, with total estimated cost 
of $4,939,274, were made Saturday 
by the State Advisory Board of the 
Federal Public Works Administra- 
tion, The proposed improvements 
are for St. Louis and various Mis- 
souri towns. 

Whether the board approved or 
disapproved the requests for loans 
and grants is not announced, under 
Public Works Administration rules. 
The applications have gone to 
Washington for final action. Some 
of the applications had been filed 
with the board only within the last 
week, 

The St. Louis request acted on 
is for a $138,900 grant on addi- 
tiondl work at Municipal Audi- 
torium, to cost a total of $564,000. 
This: would complete the interior 
of the 12,000-seat arena and pro- 
Vide for certain other work not in 
the present contract. 

County Courthouse Project. 

Requests by the St. Louis County 
Court for grants of $371,850 and 
$70,725, respectively, for a new 
county courthouse and for an addi- 
tion to County Hospital were passed 
on by the board. The courthouse, 
at Glayton, would cost $1,425,000, 
and the hospital extension $300,000. 
It is proposed by the County Court 
to pay the balance of the cost out 
of a bond issue, but no steps have 
been taken to submit the bond pro- 
posal to the voters. The court has 
talked of awaiting approval of the 
grants before submitting the bond 
proposition.

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GLASCO BANE ASHES 
RETURNED TO SPA 


Republic Honors Author Who 
Was Exiled for Opposing 
King. 


By the Associated Press. 

VALENCIA, Spain, Oct. 30.--The 
ashes of Vicente Blasco Ibanez, 
Spanish novelist and Republican, 
were returned yesterday to his na- 
tive country of Spain which had 
exiled him to France where he died 
five years ago. 

The President, Cabinet Ministers, 
diplomats of other nations and the 
common people gathered here to 
witness the arrival of the ashes of 
the man who wrote “The Four 
Horsemen of the Apocalypse.” 

The presidential party came by 
train from M and went imme- 
diately to the docks, escorted by a 
company of Infantry. There the 
party took its place with a waiting 
crowd of more than 100,000 persons. 

The arrival of the ashes, brought 
on a Spanish cruiser and accom- 
panied by four French warships, 
was signalized by a squadron of 
100 military airplanes which dipped 
overhead. One thousand carrier 
pigeons, bearing word to all Span- 
ish-American nations that the re- 
mains had arrived in their native 
land, were released. 

The heavy casket which contained 
the ashes was carried over a four- 
mile route by 24 fishermen with 
long poles on their shoulders. They

He died in 
Menton, France, in January, 1928, 
and his ashes were preserved in 
France, according to his wish, un- 
til the bourbon throne was over- 
thrown.

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PATRONAGE USED 
TO BUILDUP FORCE 
BEHIND ROOSEVELT 


Jobs Going Where They 
Are Needed to Broaden 
Base of Election Organ- 


ization. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 30. — In 
spite of patronage storms that 
threaten, administration officials 
have evidenced a determination to 
go slowly in distributing jobs and 
to use patronage powers to help 
broaden the base of the organiza- 
tion that elected Franklin D, Roose- 
velt to the presidency, 

They are prepared to meet, if 
necessary, the rumblings of citiz- 
cism which havé come in from the 
provinces that the “faithful” are 
not being taken care of promptly 
enough, that a great many Repub- 
licans still retain their jobs in the 
Government and a great many oth- 
ers who have been Republicans un- 
til Mr. Roosevelt ran are coming 
into Government positions along 
with old-line Democrats. 

The administration answer to the 
criticism is already prepared and 
is expected to quiet any waters 
that may be agitated. 

Aid Outside Party. 

Those who handle patronage are 
telling those who complain of “nom- 
inal Republicans” getting jobs in 
the administration that the Demo- 
cratic party nominally is a minor- 
ity party, and that Mr. Roosevelt's 
election was due to something like 
6,000,000 persons, regarded as lib- 
erals, changing their ordinary po- 
litical affiliations, 

High officials now desire to con- 


the 1932 election, just as, after his 
election to the governorship of 
New York, Mr. Roosevelt set about 
to strengthen the up-State Demo- 
cratic organization. Postmaster- 
General Farley has been on a tour 
of Northern New York pursuing 
the idea that gains should be cap- 
italized wherever possible. 

That policy is guiding the dis- 
penssation of patronage. Secretary 
Icke and Secretary Wallace are 
nominally Progressive Republicans. 
Half a dozen Progressive Senators 
supported the President also. The 
administration feels that those who 
did so should share alike with Dem- 
ocratic patronage. That feeling is 
responsible for some of the protests 
that have been made, since Demo- 
cratic “war horses” are objecting 
that newcomers are getting as 
much patronage as those who have 
been with the party for years. 

New Lines Forming. 

It is the administration belief 
that the far-sighted policy is to 
break down party lines drawn on 
the old basis and create new align- 
ments based upon congeniality of

question3. 

The President emphasized that 
view in his campaign speeches and 
he has followed it consistently since 
he went into the White House. It 
would not be surprising to those 
who know his views if he gave an 
even more striking demonstration 
of his determination to break down 
party lines than he can give 
through the mere distribution of 
patronage. 

Those who complain that patron- 
age is being dispensed too slowly 
are being told that even if it were 
possible to make the check and 
double check of support and in- 
dorsements upon which Mr. Farley 
insists, it would not be desirable to 
have a rapid turnover. 

The Democrats were out of of- 
fice for 12 years and in the meah- 
time all the key positions except 
those under civi] service fell to Re- 
publicans. A quick turnover, Mr.

ACT MODIFICATION 


Investment Bankers Adopt Res- 
olution Offered by H. T. 
Ferris of St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOT SPRINGS, Va., Oct. 30.—- 
Declaring the stringent provisions 
of the Federal Securities Act of 
1983 “are seriously interfering with 
industrial recovery,” the Investment 
Bankers’ Association of America to- 
day went on record as favoring 
modification of the law. 

“It is essential to redefine the 
indefinite liabilities imposed by the 
Securities Act so as to make it pos- 
sible for responsible enterprise to 
meet their requirements for new 
capital and to co-operate with the 
recovery program,” said a resolu- 
tion adopted by the convention. 

The act, passed in May, is de- 
signed to protect investors. 

President Frank: M. Gordon 
charged that the act was blocking 
business and keeping men out of 
work. “All we ask,” he said, “is 
that this act be so amended as to 
enable us to do our part in the in- 
terest of national recovery.” 
“Reservoir of Money Held Back.” 

He declared that “a reservoir of 
money that can be translated into 
jobs for millions of people” is be- 
ing held back by need for clarifica- 
tion of the liability sections of the 
act. 

“All over the United States cor- 
porations are ready to undertake 
necessary financing,” -said -Gordon. 
“But no corporation director in his 
senses is going to risk existing re- 
sources by putting his name on fi- 


him personally liable for the next 
10 years and adopts the 'un-Ameri- 
can principle that he is to be judged 
guilty unless he can be proven in- 
nocent. 


“Personally, I do not believe that | 


anyone ever intended to pass a law 
which makes a dealer who handles 
$10,000 of a $10,000,000-issue liable 
for the entire $10,000,000.” . . 

Henry T. Ferris of St. Louis, for- 
mer president of the association, 
introduced the resolution for mod- 
ification of the security act. 

| Resolution in Part. 

The resolution, unanimously 
adopted, said the purposes of the 
act “have the entire approval” of 
the investment bankers “and our 
association believes that every sell- 
er of securities should be liable to 
the buyer for any damage caused 
‘by negligence or bad faith on his 
part. 

“It has been demonstrated, how- 
ever, that the effect of certain pro- 
visions of this legislation, which go 
beyond the express purposes of the 
act, has been to retard the normal 
flow of capital into business and 
industry as represented by new is- 
sues of established enterprises. The 
absence of a capital market may 
be attributable to several causes, 
including the present unsettled eco- 
nomic conditions, but, in the opin- 
ion of our association, the most im- 
portant single cause has been and 
is these provisions of the securities 
act.”

Foundation Makes Report for 
1932—Cites Need of Study 
in Depression. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 20 The Rock- 
efeller Foundation, announcing to- 
tal appropriations of $11,577,064 
were made during 1932, said last 
night it was impressed with the im- 
portance of research in the field of 
economic stabilization. 

“Much physical illnes, mental dis- 
order, family disintegration, crime, 
and political and social instability 
trace their origins to economic 
causes,” the report said. “In a time 
of depression, when millions of un- 
employed are unable to command 
the necessities of life, there is the 
incessant question as to why this 
distressing situation arises in a 
country where raw materials are 
plentiful, where technological equip- 
ment is of the best, and where 
workers are eager to apply their 
productive capacities. 

“The Foundation, although not it- 
self a research agency in the social 
sciences, is impressed with the im- 
portance of research in this field. 
It therefore seeks to strengthen ex- 
isting institutions which are cok 
lecting and appraising basic infor- 
mation and to assist.in advancing 
particular studies which deal with 
problems of economic stabilization.” 

The total amount appropriated in 
1932 for work in the social sciences, 
the report said, was $2,622,567. The 
Foundation expended $2,539,057 dur- 
ing the year for public health work, 
aiding many foreign as well as do- 
mestic agencies.

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CONVICTS END 3O-DAY 
ENCEPHALITIS TEST 


Results Negative and 10 Con- 
victs Who Volunteered Re- 
céive Their Pardons. 


By the Associated Press. 

JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 30~—Ten 
Mississippi short-term convicts, who 
a month ago volunteered to under- 
go tests to determine whether mos- 
quitoes are carriers of encephalitis, 
today were rewarded by Gov. 
Conner, who extended- executive 
cleméncy to the entire group. 

Results from the first were pro- 
nounced negative. 

On promise of pardon, the con- 
victs, serving short terms at the 
pena) farm at Parchman, volun- 
teered to aid medical science in the 
test. They were isolated in 4 
screened hospital ward Sept. 27 and 
subjected to attack by encephalitis 
virus-laden mosquities brought from 
St. Louis. Each was bitten 20 or 
more times. 

Dr. W. T. Harrison, surgeon of 
the United States Public Health 
Service, and Dr. Felix J. Under- 
wood, State health officer, conduct- 
ed the test. 

Yesterday was the first day since 
the experiments began that the ten 
convicts have been allowed to roam 
the grounds. 

“The experiments were negative 
all the way through,” announced 
Dr. Harrison. “None of the prison- 
ers has shown any symptoms that 
could be associated with encephali- 
tis.’ 


Similar Tests in St. Louis and Vir- 
ginia Show Negative Result. 
No indication that mosquitoes 
ean transmit encephalitis has been 
found in three series of experi- 
ments on human beings beginning 
when three United States Public 
Health Service investigators here 
aollowed themselves to be gitten by 
mosquitoes which had bitten pa- 
tients. Ten convicts in the Virginia 
penitentiary, who volunteered for 
the test, like the Mississippi con- 
victs, have shown no symptom of 

the disease. 


To Continue Observation in St. 
Louis Another Month. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. ®.—A 
week’s more observation of experi- 
ments on convicts in Virginia and 
a month more of laboratory work 
in St. Louis will complete the Pub- 
lic Health Service study of the re 
cent encephalitis epidemic in the 
Missouri city. 

Dr. J. P. Leake, public health sur- 
}geon in charge at St. Louis, will 
remain there with a staff of assist- 
ants a month longer. With him 
are Dr. L. L. Williams Jr., Dr. 
Bruce Mayne, Dr. L. F. Badger, Dr. 
W. G. Workman and Dr. V. H. 
Haas. Doctots Charles Armstrong, 
J. O. Dean and M. V. Valdee have 
returned to their work in the Na- 
tional Institute here. 

Dr. R. E. Butler, in Richmond, 
Va. and Dr. W. T. Harrison, in 
Parethman, Mis¢, are conducting 
the convict studiés. 

Articles on the animal experi-

Since 1927 he had been an as 
sistant director of the Pasteur In- 
stitute. 


Prof. :Calmette was an honorary 
professor of bacteriology and hy- 
giene at the University of Lille, a 
former doctor in the navy and with 
colonial: troops, and founder and 
first director of the Pasteur Insti- 
tute at Saigon, French Indo-China, 

The work for which he was best 
known was the development of 4 
vaccine tending to protect infants 
born of tuberéulous parents. Work- 
ing with Dr. Guerin, he succeeded 
in producing a selected bacillary 
strain of such reduced virulence 
that it no longer produced actual 
tuberculosis but merely a transitory 
infective process, which, in_experi- 
mental tests on animals was found 
to produce a high degree of resist- 
ance against reinfection by more 
virulent strains. 

Prof. Calmette was holder of the 
great cross of the Legion of Honor 
and was a fellow of the Royal Se 
ciety and a member of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences and the Academy 
of Medicine, Paris. 


NEW MONGOLIAN GOVERNMENT,

Said to Have Japanese Backing.

A FLYERS KULED 
500-FOOT FALL 


Going Through Paper 
Streamers in Exhibition at 
Amarillo, Tex. 


By the Associated Press. 

AMARILLO, Tex., Oct. 30.—Three 
air circus flyers -were killed and a 
fourth was fatally injured in -the 
crash of two planes.after a spec- 
tacular collision in diving at paper 
streamers dropped by another ship 
above the city yesterday. 

The planes fell in the view of 
thousands, one dropping through 
the roof of a laundry, the other 
plunging into a nearby street. 

The dead-were Pilot Ezra Wig- 
gins of Hooker, Ok.; Bill Tullis of 
Liberal, Kan., and Frank Clay of 
Morrill, Neb. All were in the silver- 
colored three-place ship, which 
crashed in the. street. : 

Art Stude of Woodward, Ok., fell 
through the laundry roof. He died 
from his injuries. 

W. R. Rutherford, who watched 
the ships from a distance of three 
blocks, said the mid-air collision 
was “so beautiful it seemed un- 
real.” 

“T saw the silver-colored ship 
cut the serpentine streamers and 
pass on out of view,” Rutherford 
said. “The brown plane (Stude’s) 
headed for the streamers. When it 
wasonly ashort distance away, the 
silver plane, cutting a small are, 
appeared again, headed for the tape 
at the same altitude. 

“They banked in opposite direc- 
tions and the silver ship seemed to 
sideswipe the other just back of 
the right wing.” ; 

Other planes in the air at the 
time were piloted by Bobby Gunn 
and Dilts McHugh, both of Liberal, 
Kan. They announced plans for 
continuing the show despite the 
crash. 

Wiggins’ plane dropped in front 
of Salvation Army headquarters, 
three blocks from the city’s main 
thoroughfare. The laundry into 
which Stude’s ship fell is just two 
blocks from a 12-story hotel, the 
Amarillo.

JAIL BREAKER GETS 10 YEARS

Assailing the concept of the gold 
standard as sound money, he sa‘d 
the soundest dollar “is the one of 
which President Roosevelt said: ‘It 
would have a substantial equality 
of purchasing power and debt-pay- 
ing power from one generation to 
another.” 

A Shylock’s Conception. 
Proponents of the gold standard, 
Tugwell said, “mean a shylock’s col- 
lection from debtors, which can be 
stored away, and made safe from 


the vicissitudes which beset less 
cautious or less lucky people. 

“It seems to me a mistake io 
provide islands of safety in a 


changing world to which some of 
us may retreat clutching certain 
sterile goods, and especially that 
this retreat should be particularly 
designed for the protection of the 
gains which are got from the sabo- 
tage of recovery. 
“Perhaps the most popular of all 
the prevalent theories of govern- 
mént among business men runs in 
the following terms: In order to set 
things going again we must insure 
business a profit.

IS OPENED IN BERLIN 


Minister of Economics Schmitt 
Says It Is Not Meant to Jeop- 
ardize Foreign Interests. 
BERLIN, Oct. 30. — Domestic 
campaign to buy German goods was 
begun today at the first session of 
the Government’s new promotion 
and advertising council composed 
of 50 leaders in economic life. 
Kurt Schmitt, Minister of Eco- 
nomics, one of the speakers, said 
foreign intterests would be jeopard- 
ized in no way. 
“The promotion campaign,” the 
Minister said, “does not have the 
purpose of annihilating competi- 
tors. The foundation of the nation- 
al economic promotion is the rec- 
ognition that harmonious—co-oper- 
ation of competitors is the best as- 
surance for success. 
“The Ministry of Economics wel- 
comes the council also in the inter- 
est of Germany’s foreign trade.”

ANKARA, Turkey, Oct. 30.— 


Mustafa Kemal, President of Tur- 
key, told 100,000 auditors yesterday 
that Turkey was dedicated to peace 
and satisfied with her present 
physical boundaries, but that, as 
the cradle of ancient civilizations, 
she was determined to spread her 
cultural boundaries far into Europe. 
His speech was delivered at the 
Ankara race course, one of the 
prides of the new sports loving 
Turkey, on the first day of a three- 
day celebration of the tenth anni- 
versary of the Turkish republic. 
Beside the Turkish President 
stood Kiementi E. Voroshiloff, 
Commissar of War and Marine of 
Soviet Russia, who, with Gen. 
Budenny of the Soviet Army, came 
to Turkey especially for the cele- 
bration. They witnessed a review 
of 100,000 soldiers and civilians and 
the flight of 400 Turkish aiprianes. 
Loud speakers carried Kemal’s 
voice to every section of the great 
concourse. 

Sets High Goal for Nation. 
“Turkish people,” declared Presi- 
dent Kemal, “this is the great cele- 
bration of the tenth anniversary 
of our republic. I, as a Turkish 
citizen, am filled with joy at having 
attained this happy day. 
“Our greatest accomplishment is 
the Turkish republic which the 
heroism and high culture of the 
Turkish people created, thanks to 
the nation’s will and the valorous 
army, but our task is unfinished. 
What we have done is insufficient. 
“We will raise our fatherland to 
the ranks of the most prosperous 
and most civilized nations of the 


in which we live. We shall succeed 
because the Turkish people is lofty, 
industrious and intelligent, and is 
led by the torch of positive science 
and by the love of fine arts. 

Predicts World Recognition. 
“For 15 years you have heard 
my promises of success and I am 
happy that I never failed to keep 
my promises. With the same faith, 
I here proclaim the world will 
recognize again that the Turkish 
people marching toward their ideal 
as a compact unit merits the title 
of a great nation. 
“Turkey’s contribution to civiliza- 
tion, which the world has somewhat 
fargotten, will by its brilliant devel- 
opment become the renovating sun 
on the horizon of civilization. 
“Happy is he who bears the name 
Turk.” 
A roar of applause reverberated 
across the city, echoing against the 
ancient citadel rising as a majestic 
back drop to the race course scene. 
The ovation was only comparable 
to that given Kemal when he ar- 
rived at the race course grand 
stand. Then, while the crowd 
cheered madly, no smile appeared 
on his grim face.

CHANCELLOR SAYS AUSTRIA 
HAS TURNED THE CORNER 


Declares Effort “to Overcome Eco- 
nomic Crisis Without Dema- 
gogy” Has Succeeded. 

By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Oct. 30. — Chancellor 
Dolifuss told a rural mass meeting 
at a town northwest of here yester- 
day that Austria had turned the 
corner, 

“We have tried to overcome the 
economic crisis step by step with- 
out demagogy and today we can 
say the danger is past,” he said. 

The Chancellor expressed partic- 
ular gratification at the success of 
the Government’s lottery loan to 
which nearly 90,000 Austrians have 
subscribed 265,000,000  schillings 
(about $45,000,000) in amounts rang- 
ing from 100 schillings upward. 

“This loan is proof that the pop- 
ulace has confidence in the Gov- 
ernment,” said the Chancellor: “At 
the same time it is a disillusion- 
ment for those who have been try- 
ing to tell the public that Austrian 
business is in bad shape.”

OTING AGAINST 


Two Moslems Killed in 
Clash With Officers—30 
Persons Dead So Far in 
Racial Disorders. 


By the Associated Press. 

JERUSALEM, Oct. 30.—With 30 
persons slain and more than 200 
wounded, the Arab movement 
against increasing Jewish immigra- 
tion was reported spreading today, 
beyond the Holy Land—into Syria 
and Trans-Jordania. 

These reports, adding to increased 
excitement locally as a result of 
Sunday’s clash between police and 
demonstrators in which two Mos- 
lems were reported killed, led au- 
thorities to muster all available 
strength. 

Throughout Palestine—Jerusalem, 
Jaffa and Haifa, in particular—po- 
lice rushed the enrollment of a 
corps of special constables. These 
officers, it was thought, would. be 
able with the aid of regulars and 
Government troops to pyt down 
further outbreaks such as have 
kept tension high for three days. 

A graver view of the situation 
was taken when a late check of 
casualties disclosed that two na- 
tive policemen had been killed and 
18 British police wounded. 

An English-owne* shop was one 
of those forced to close when an 
Arab mob early yesterday smashed 
fixtures and furniture in a Jewish 
establishment. 

Despite arrests of leaders, 
Arab executive which has urged the 
Arab strikes and demonstrations 
met and passed a resolution of pro- 
test against police methods, de- 
manding the release of prisoners.

You must agree that it is not very diffi- 
cult to operate at a profit regardiess of 
the conditions imposed upon your indus- 
try at a time like this, when the demand 
is far greater than the supply. 

You state, “But the real issue is not 
the character of those demands. It is 
unionization.” May I again call your 
attention to the fact that the union or- 
ganizers, through a comparatively small 
percentage of the drivérs whom they 
have been able to interest, have demand- 
ed that the laundry owners agree to 
operate a closed union shop, which 
means that they must agree to employ 
only members of the union. That, not 
unionization, is the real issue, and any 
fair-minded person must recognize it as 
such. 

In the same paragraph you continue, 
“The laundry owners are flying the Blue 
Eagle, but they do not want to accept the 
Blue Eagle's terms in so far as Section 7 
of NIRA is concerned.” On the contrary, 
laundry owners have accepted every sec- 
tion of NIRA, including Section 7. May 
I ask that you reread Section 7. If you 
do, you will find nothing in that section 
which requires industry to agree to em- 
ploy only members of the union or to 
operate a closed union shop.

In your last paragraph you state, “Most 
industrial disputes under NIRA have 
been precipitated by employes.

As business languished and doilars re- 
treated into inactivity and became scarce, their pur- 
chasing power continued to rise and prices continued 
to fall. 

The experience of France emphasizes the point. 
France was the last country to fall under the depres- 
sion. Its prosperity persisted when the other nations 
were agonizing in unemployment and breadlines and 
doles. And that protracted prosperity of France is 
explainable by the fact that France had devaluated 
the franc, had reduced the gold content of the coin 
by approximately 75 per cent, and thus wiped out 
her interna] debt, inflated her currency, bad con- 
trolled inflation, had, in a word, established some- 
thing like a managed currency. 

There were, to be sure, other elements in the post- 
war prosperity of the United States which, regard-

The President is determined to raise commodity 
prices to a living level. He thinks it can be done 
by rationalizing the dollar, by reducing its gold con- 
tent—the amount is yet to be determined—until 
i living prices are restored; that is, until commodities 
and dollars are brought into an equitable relation.

OW municipalities throughout the coun- 
Hs are cutting taxes in the face of the 

rising cost of government, at the same 
time making needed public improvements 
and adding to surplus accounts, was told 
at the eighth biennial public ownership con- 
ference recently held in Chicago. Three 
hundred delegates brought reports of low 
rates for light and power, yet with earnings 
sufficient to help cities and towns withstand 
the strain of the depression, and even to 
give unemployment to the needy. 

The movement toward municipal owner- 
ship of utilities was also said to have been 
greatly quickened in recent months by the 
crash of the Insul] utilities and by the 
Federal Government's offer to provide fi- 
nancial aid to municipalities in building or 
acquiring electric, water and gas plants. The 
Public Ownership League of America, under 
whose auspices the conference was held, 
stated that at least 1000 cities and towns 
are ready to take advantage of Federal aid. 

Springfield, DL, third largest city in the 
State, reported through Willis J. Spaulding, 
manager of its municipally-owned electric 
plant, that, though its rates are 25 to 50 
per cent lower than other cities of Illinois 
privately served, it saved its citizens $2,000,- 
000 last year in comparison to what they 
would have paid a private utility at aver- 
age costs. That was $300,000 more than the 
total tax burden for municipal purposes. 

Los Angeles made a net profit of $3,900,- 
000 for the year, according to E. F. Scatter- 
good, chief electrical engineer, although its 
charges are lower than private company 
charges in the same region. Washington, 
Ind., reported that through its municipal 
light and power plant it is debt free, taxes 
are reduced, rates are low and several in- 
dustries have been kept running through the 
depression by the light plant, one of the 
factories aided employing 600 people. 

From Jacksonville, Fla, came the state- 
ment that maximum electric costs have been 
reduced from 28 cents per kilowatt hour to 


7 cents, yet last year turned into the city’s 
general fund $1,000,000. Ernest E. Andres, 
Commissioner of Public Utilities of Jackson- 
ville, stated that in five years Jacksonville 
will be municipally tax-free. 

Winnetka, IIL, a suburb of Chicago, has 
out of its surplus funds built a city hail 
and made many public improvements. Dur- 
ing last year, the electric plant provided 
$87,000 for improvements and put $94,000 
into “city savings,” giving the town a bank 
balance of $436,000. 

Tacoma, Wash., was reported to have the 
lowest rates in the country, a maximum of 
4 cents a kilowatt hour, scaled down to 2 
cents, and for domestic purposes on-haif 
cent per kilowatt hour after a certain basic 
charge has been met. Many homes are being 
built without furnaces, electric heating being 
found reasonable. 

R. E. McDonnell, consulting engineer of 
Kansas City, stated to the conference that 
the Insull debacle has checked the gobbling 
up of municipal plants by private utilities, 
and that now the sweep is the other way. 
He pointed out that technical encouragement 
is given public ownership by the development 
of the Diesel engine, making it practical 
for villages to operate their own light plants 
efficiently and cheaply. 

There are 2000 municipally-owned electric 
light and power plants in-the United States, 
according to Carl D. Thompson, secre- 
tary of the Public Ownership League of 
America. Private plants are the larger, how- 
ever, generating about 85 per cent of the 
power. He cited the Skagit River project 
of Seattle as a municipal enterprise, to de- 
velop more power than Muscle Shoals. He 
asserted that the trend toward public owner- 
ship will gain rapid momentum under the 
Federal aid program. | 

Mr. Thompson, who was. sponsor of the 
conference, anticipates the day when cities 
in control of their utilities will reduce pres- 
ent electric rates under private control from 
2 to 50 per cent, and yet have enough sur- 
plus to make reduced taxes possible.

RUSSIAN SYMPHONIC CHOIR 
GIVES CONCERT AT Y. M. H. A. 


Religious Hymns and Operatic Se- 
lections Included in Pro- 
gram. 

The Russian Symphonic Choir 
opened the season at the Y. M. H. 
A. auditorium last night before a 
large and charitable audience. The 
program, conducted by Basile 
Kibailchich, included a group of 
religious hymns, several operatic 
selections and a potpourri of rath- 
er amusing folk songs. . 

Hampered by the absence of five 
of its 21 members, the choir failed 
to demonstrate that accurate blend- 
ing of voices which was conspicu- 
ous in its earlier radio  perfor- 
mances, although several singers 
were outstanding as soloists. It is 
doubtful whether so small a group 
could successfully cope with most 
of the intricacies of Russian ritual- 
istic music. At any rate, it is im- 
possible to include a group of bassi 
profundi, trained to sing within a 
range of less than an octave, in so 
small an ensemble. The male 
voices were nevertheless of decided- 
ly superior quality and resonance. 

The most interesting number on 
the program and the best sung was 
the chorale, “Rejoice and Merry 
Be,” by the eighteenth century 
composer, Dmitri Bortnyanski. De- 
spite their inability to achieve the 
dramatic effects which were called 
for in some of the more essentially 
melodious compositions, the singers 
showed a thorough mastery of the 
contrapuntal difficulties of this 
chorale. Perhaps the same lack of 
blending which tended to weaken 
the other numbers was responsible 
for the clarity which characterized 
this one.

Her 
third husband, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Buchanan, was on the retired list 
of the Fifth Dragoons. So popular 
was she with the regiment that it 
became known as “Lady Marion’s 
Own.”

| Wild Life Diminishing. 


—12 expansion of hunting as a 

recreation has grown to such 
an extent that even intensive ef. 
forts of conservationists have not 
been able to halt materially the 
trend toward the extermination 
of wild game. 

__ The number of wild turkeys in 
Missouri is almost negligible. The 
“eligible” deer this year num- 
bered about 2000. Prairie chick- 
ens, oncé numerous, have disap- 
peared, and pheasants, despite 
the efforts of the commission to 
populate the State with them by 
means of distributing eggs, are 
far from numerous. An “open” 
season on pheasants would be a 
joke in this State. 

Quail are holding on fairly well 
and the irrepressible rabbit and 
squirrel multiply so fast that they 
can still be counted on for sport. 
But the national worry over the 
migratory bird supply is sufficient 
evidence of depopulation in that 
field. 

Experts seem to be agreed that 
if the preservation of wild game 
is to be continued, the big busi- 
ness of hunting will have to be 
throttled down. But the problem 
of doing this has thus far re— 
mained unsolved. The great out- 
doors has gripped the American 
public. It must have its hunting 
and fishing. 


Time for Turf Action. 


UBLICITY given to “doping,” 
“sponging” and other methods 
of treating racehorses so as to 
help or hurt their racing powers 
has put the cure of this situa- 
tion right up to the promoters. 

Racing is not Uncle Sam’s bust- 
ness. “Dope” is. Pursuing this 
line, he has traced doping to the 
stables at some of the most con- 
servative race courses of the 
country. 

What, have race track owners 
done about it? Let us see— 

In Detroit, the stewards sus- 
pended persons connected with 
one case that was definitely 
proved by U. S. agents. Then they 
derided and discounted the ef- 
forts ‘of these agents to tip them 
off that the track was filled with 
dopesters. , 

In New York, J. E. Widener, 
head of the Jockey Club, offered 
$500 reward for the conviction of 
anyone charged with doping or 
sponging. At other tracks noth- 
ing has been done except to a few 
perfunctory pronouncements 
against the practice. 

Apparently the officials at race 
tracks fail to realize the gravity 
of “doping” which is proving. te 
the public that it is futile to try 
to “pick” a winner. Track owne- 


: 


ers fail to see in the situation 
the prospective collapse within @ 
very few years, of this form of 
“entertainment.” 

There is a remedy and it is 
practicable. Entries for each 
day’s races can be placed under 
the care of race track officials 
after the animals have had their 
morning workouts or least for a 
reasonable time before each race. 
Greyhound tracks do that. While 
it is a large problem to follow 
this plan for horses, it CAN be 
done, 

It seems evident that the race 
tracks must soon put forth some 
strong gesture to restore confi- 
dence in the public. 

Officials will have to look at 
what’s going on instead of look- 
ing out of the window.

Rebidding After Opening 
With a Minor Suit 


AVING said so much about the 

responding hand, and what he 

should or should not bid in re- 
sponse to a minor suit opening bid, 
let us put ourselves in the opening 
bidder’s place. 


With a Minimum Aggressive Type 
Hand

You bid a diamond, Your part- 
ner’s response is two diamonds. If 
a major suit were involved, you 
would pass, feeling that game was 
hopeless since he could make no 
stronger or more 
informative bid. 
However, he is 
responding to a 
minor suit bid 
and may there- 
fore have con- 
siderable values 
in your two weak 
suits, though he 
was unable to 
bid either of 
them. Bid three 
diamonds to 
give him a fur- 
ther chance. If 
he has the queen 
of diamonds, he now knows that 
he can run five sure tricks in that 
suit; though you have shown a 
minimum hand, he knows you have 
a primary trick somewhere else in 
the hand. If he can see chances of 
taking three tricks in his own hand 
before a suit can be run against 
him, he can bid three trumps and 
there will be a reasonable play for 
it. If he passes three diamonds, no 
harm is done; you are almost sure 
to make it, and at worst a set of

one is no disaster since on other) 


similar hands this bidding will pro- 
duce games and safeguard your 
partner from the need to over bid 
on his first response. Again, your 
bid of-three diamonds may shut out 
an over call in hearts by your left- 
hand opponent. Had you passed 
two diamonds, he would have 
known that he was not trapped be- 
tween two big hands, and could 
have gotten in a bid advantageous- 
ly, especially if not vulnerable. 


Over Other Responses. 


Over a heart response, bid one no 
trump; telling your partner that 
you have a minimum hand. Unless 
he has a naturai rebid, this may 
well be the best contract. If he 
sebids to two hearts, bid three dia- 
monds. Now you tell him that you 
have a five-card diamond suit 
which you could rave rebid on the 
previous round. The fact that you 
did not do so indicates that you 
have something in both black suits; 
consequently, he may be enabled by 
this knowledge to go three no 
trumps, especially if his hearts are 
nearly solid and he has three dia- 
monds in his hand, or two includ- 
ing an honor, with a couple of black 


honors. Had you held

your rebid would naturally only be 
in terms of diamonds at all stages. 

If the first response is a spade, 
with the hand first given bid two 
spades; with the second hand I 
would bid three diamonds, because 
if my partner could now rebid his 
spades I would go four spades for 
him. There should not be more 
than three losers in that event— 
at worst. down one even if every 
ecard were wrong and he could not 
make his outside trick, whether it 
were a king or perhaps a spade 
finesse had to be won. If they do 
not pick off four tricks at once, 
there is always the play to clear 


trumps and diamonds and obtain 
discards. 


If the response is one no trump, 
rebid your diamonds in either case; 
no hope for game unless your part- 
ner can make a further move to tell 
you that his first response -was 
somewhat of an underbid. 

If his first response is two no 
trumps, bid three diamonds, with 
either of these hands. Yours is now 
the subsidiary role, and you must 
not mislead him. The additional 
information you have for him is 
that your diamond suit merits a re- 
bid. Give it. If a slam is to come, 
your partner must be the one to 
instigate it. With the second re- 
sponding hand, I would pass three 
no trumps (one diamond, three no 
trumps), but if he instead bid four 
no trumps I would bid six dia- 
monds and expect there to be a 
finesse for seven, whether played in 
diamonds or no trumps. If over 
three diamonds be made a second 
constructive bidof three hearts, I 
would bid five diamonds, indicating 
a slam try on the length of my suit 
and unwillingness to consent to any 
declaration but dlamonds or no 
trumps. If his second bid were four 
clubs, I would bid five diamonds 
for the same reason. Once your 
partner initiates a slam try, you 
can co-operate actively by virtue of 
your six-card almost solid diamond 
suit and your outside ace. He must 
have two aces to bid in this man- 
ner, Otherwise why did he not rest 
content with three no trumps aft- 
er your minimum rebid in dia- 
monds?

Fish Tapeworm 


F you are fond of gefullte fish, 
Jao not indulge unless you are 

sure that the fish has been 
cooked thoroughly. | 

For it has been observed that 


‘pike, pickerel and perch, three of 


the fish commonly used, are likely 
to carry the parasite of the broad 
tapeworm, that is, the tapeworm of 
fish. 

It is interesting to note that this 


United States. Fish -tapeworm is 
found among certain European peo- 
ples, but it only recently began to 
affect the native-born. The broad 
tapeworm was first identified in the 
United States in 1879 by Dr. Leidy. 
The patient in this instance, how- 
ever, was a foreigner who evident- 
ly had contracted the infection 
abroad. 

Fish tapeworm in a native indi- 
vidual was not reported until 1901. 
Since that time, however, numerous 
cases have been discovered. 

Man becomes infected with the 
broad tapeworm by eating fish in- 
fected with the parasite. The fish 
in turn become infected by eating a 
type of small sea animal which 
feeds upon the developed eggs of 
the tapeworm. The eggs reach the 
waters through sewage. 

So the cycle goes. .The eggs are 
carried to waters’ where the eggs 
develop and are eaten by small sea 
animals called crustacea. The crus- 
tacea in turn are eaten by fish. The 
fish thus become infected, and the 
cycle is completed when man eats 
the infected fish. 

The fish tapeworm has a head 
armed with hooks. The worm at- 
taches itself to the mucous lining of 
the bowels and there lives its para- 
sitic life. The worm is very pro- 
lific. 

The fish tapeworm does not cause 
any very serious symptoms. The 
sufferers do, however, sometimes 
complain of nervousness, indiges- 
tion, weakness and loss of weight. 

The appearance in the United 
States of the broad tapeworm, as 
the fish tapeworm is called, repre- 
sents an important public health

N & year-old boy remarked of 
A his mother, “She says she pun- 

ishes me to teach me better, 
but she does it only when she is 
mad; so I know she does it to get 
even.” | 

Children seldom err in sizing up 
their parents’ real attitudes toward 
them. The child whose parents pun- 
ish him*out of revenge, no matter 
how thoroughly disguised this mo 
tive may be, is aware of the fact, 
Such punishment may be immedi- 
ately effective, but it teaches the 
child nothing that he ought to 
learn. 

To be sure, he may learn that 
certain things may not be done at 
certain times or when there is like- 
lihood of being caught, but he 
makes no progress toward rea! self- 
discipline. He refrains from cer 
tain actions, not because they are 
inconsiderate, destructive or othcr- 
wise wrong, but because he will 
be punished. 

Punishment administered in @& 
vindictive spirit makes the child 
aware of his parents’ weaknesses 
and faults, and to these he has 
an emotional reaction.
